A case of local interest came up 
at Champion on Tuesday of last 
week, before Mr. F. Alcock. J. P., 
when C. B. Sliimp, of Vulcan, was 
charged with leaving unfenced or 
unguarded an excavation danger¬ 
ous to human life on a quarter 
section he owns near Champion. 
Mr. F. W. L. Clark appeared for 
Mr. Shimp and took exception to 
the charge on the ground that 
Shimp was not connected with it 
either as owner, manager or super¬ 
intendent. and that it was not 
alleged that the excavation was 
abandoned or disused, and further 
that the subsection of the act under 
which the charge was brought was 
not S|ieciGed as required by section 
287 of the criminal code. The- 
charge was amended by adding the 
subsection of the criminal code, 
and evidence was heard, both for 
prosecution and defence. 

The justice held that it was 
proved that a sand hole on the 
property, varying in depth from 
two to four feet, was dangerous to 
human life, and alto that a well, 
which, however, was not included 
in the charge, and which tbe evi¬ 
dence showed to be covered with 
one inch boards, was also danger¬ 
ous to human life, and Gned the 
accused (J and costa. 

The accused alleged that he had 
no knowledge of the well and tbe 
only witness who had seen it was 
the policeman, and as there was 
some donbt as torits existence, tbe 
judge wished the accused either to 
admit or deny its existence. This, 
however, he was unable to do as 
both he and a witness who had 
summerfallowed the land had 
never beard of it before.

There can be no doubt now that this 
war Is going to be derided, not by i 
series of brilliant, showy victories Is 
grand battles, but by a trial of stane 
Ina and power of endurance b ‘twees 
. the Allies and their Teutouic enemies 

Nowhere do the conditions of war 
| demand of the Allies eo much patient 
enduraute and Indifference to front 
sufferings as on the eastern front. 

, where the Russian army la laboring 
under moat cruel disadvantages ow 
1 Ing to ecarclty of rail ways and almost 
total absence of good roads, while the 
Germans have In their rear the most 
perfect system of strategic railways 
In the world, built entirely for the pur¬ 
pose of an aggressive war against 
Russia. 

Thanks to those wonderful rsUwsyi, 
the (lermsns can concentrate large 
masses of troops at any given point 
on the frontier and make dashing raids 
fUto Poland many days before the 
Russians esn bring up reinforce¬ 
ments from other parts of their long 
drswn^ut front. 

That Is why. whsnever (lie Germans 
assume iha offensive and make one 

of their rharacterlatIc "dashes’* Into 
Puland, the Russians find themselves 
temporarily In Inferior strength All 
they have to do under such circum¬ 
stances Is to stand up and unflinching 
ly receive punishment from the ene¬ 
my until their reinforcements come 
up and with heavy interest repay the 
worn out enemy for the punishment 
he administered to their comrades 
Thus, at the end of each Impetuous 
German offensive In Poland. Marahal 
von Hindenburg finds his army much 
weaker, aa compared with the Rus¬ 
sian army, titan before U. 

For this trial of endurance and sta¬ 
mina the Russian army la eminently 
suited, both collectively and Individ- 
flftlljr. There la uo other soldier in 
the world who can stand a<r much 
physical pain and privation as the 
Russian, and all observers, both Rus¬ 
sian and foreign, who have watched 
him at the front are filled with admlr 
at Ion for bla wonderful stamina and 
power of endurance 

In this connection one may recall 
a characteristic scene described In 
the Ruaakoye Hlovo. of Moscow, by 
Ita correspondent at the front. 

The scene took place at a field hos 
pltal. la front of a large tent a 
crowd of wounded soldiers, straight 
from the trenches, were waiting med 
leal aid. A kindly Russian priest was 
handing round mugs of tea. which be 
poured from a large samovar. The 
soldier* drank their tea with frank 
expressions of enjoyment on their 
fac?*—all except one. He first si¬ 
lently brushed aside the proffered 
hand of the priest, and when the lat¬ 
ter pressed upon him. a mug of tea 
mumbled dally: 

“Can't. The tooth aches Please, 
can 1 see the doctor.'" 

The priest could not refrain from 
reproaching the big fellow for troubl¬ 
ing thf doctor with a toothache 

“Why." he aa1d. “fancy a strong.' 
healthy'fellow like you coming here 
with a toothache. Just after the battle, 
WMB the doctors are so busy with 
really important cases. Couldn't you 
wait?" 

"It acliea something awful," mum¬ 
bled the soldier 

"Then, why didn't you come earl¬ 
ier. before the battle? 7 * 

“H didn't ache then. It started 
aching only when the bullet got In 
my mouth. It stuck there." 

The soldier touched hU i hoek with 
hla finger 

Only then did tha priest realise 
how unjust he waa in reproaching the 
soldier with malingering. lie hurried 
for a surgeon, who hastily examined 
the soldier’s mouth. The bullet could 
not be seen from tha Inside, but be 
could feel It through the cheek. 

“Now hold tight, little brother." he 
said, armlog himself with pinchers, 
'and don’t you move." 

' Ready to obey, ycur honor." re¬ 
plied the soldier, quite briskly, forget 
ting the pain. 

A most painful operation ensufed. 
The surgeon made one pull, then an- 1 
other, and yet another, but all prove i ' 
unsuccessful and only the fourth pull 
brought out the bullet With his 
mouth bleeding profusely, he asked 
tho surgeon to let him have his bul¬ 
let as a souvenir Smiting and happy, 
he aat down to tea. 

“Ah. It Is good to drink hot tea 
now. 1 got quite cold. My back Is 
wet and cold—all sticky." 

“What la the matter with It?” In 
qulred the priest. 

"Oh, It must be a bullet—grazed 
my back," answered the soldier, quite 
ladlffercr l?y. 

The priest Main called the sur 
geon. The soldier was quite upset 
to trouble *‘hls honor" when he was 
•o busy. 

"A through wound,” anxiously re- 
n irked the surgeon, after a quick ex¬ 
amination. 

"Well, there you are.” quite cheer 
fully retorted the soldier: ’ahe went 
in and out. Ho why waste time over 
her? No harm done If your honor 
would only bandage It, I shall be all 
right." 

The surgeon had to bring down the 
whole weight of hla authority to 
prevent him from scooting back to the 
i trenches with a fresh “through" 
wound in hla check. 

This sturdy, simple hearted soldier, 
so Indifferent to pain and privation, 
Is but a type of Russia* peasant war¬ 
rior* Against an army of such war¬ 
riors all the Impetuous German on¬ 
slaughts will break like sea waves 
against a granite rock.

Aa a Fertiliser It I* Particularly Suit¬ 
able to Psaty and Clay Soil* 

Nitrate nf lime la a fertiliser of 
recent Introuuctlon, containing from 
13 lu 14 per reut of nitrogen present 
ia a highly soluble and available 
form This material Is not purs cel 
cluiu oitrate but ia essentially a mix¬ 
ture or tills compound and Ume. Its 
manufacture on a large scale la now 
carried ou In several European 
countries—notabiy In Norway, Aus¬ 
tria and France—and though (bore 
are several processes In operation 
they are all the same la principle - 
the oxidation of atmospheric nitro¬ 
gen by ra?ans of an electric arc or 
Same and the subsequent neutrali¬ 
sation of the nitric acid so formed by 
lime 

As yet. there la but little experience 
on this continent with lime nitrate, 
but experiment* of an exenslve na 
lure which have been In progress for 
so many years. In England and other 
European countrlo . go to show tha; 
Its nitrogen, unit for unit. Is Just as 
valuable aa that of nitrate of soda 
It Is considered as among the most 
promising of the competitors of Chill 
saltpetre In the fertiliser markets of 
?be world. A« a source of Imtnrd 
lately assimilable nitrogen It la cap¬ 
able of wide application, but U la 

o|i<*ht It will be found, by reason 
of Its baaic character, particularly 
suitable for peaty and clay soils. 


Farmers and Gardeners Mutt Plan 
How to Supply for 1916 

For three months after the out¬ 
break or war much anxiety was felt 
throughout North Amerl* a as to sup 
p. gw of field root and vegruhlo teuds 
that come principally from tha war¬ 
ring countries of Europe. The field 
officer* of the seed branch devoted 
much of this time to a study of the 
poeslblllties of creating a supply of 
Canadian grown seed for 1916 plant 
lag. It was advisable in the autumn 
to sleet and specially store any blen 
nisi roots to be transplanted this 
spring for seed production. 

Fortunately tho European seed 
crop of 1912 was much above the 
average for practically all kinds 
Owing to previous skortag» in sup^ 
piles most Canadian seed houses bad 
Increased their orders by 60 per cent 
or more and had received full de¬ 
livery The excellent aeed crop of 
1914 was also harvested In spite of 
war conditions and, although deltv 
erles have been delayed and trans¬ 
portation excessive, most seed houses 
have received the greater part If not 
all of their contract orders. Case- 
dlan seed homes of good financial 
standing are thus In a position to 
carry over sufficient supplies to meet 
a very considerable part of 191g re¬ 
quirement* 

The quantity of field root and vege¬ 
table seeds that may be producer 
in Europe during the present year 
or the next la highly speculative. 
Thle work requires much skilled 
labor of which tbero must be a mark 
ed shortage for agricultural pur 
poses. European governmental di¬ 
rection of increased food production 
and relatively high prices for food 
crops will doubtless decree** the 
areas devoted to theae seed crops 
and to stock seed roots which would 
normally be grown this year for 
transplanting In 1916. 

Canadian farmers and gardeners 
should give this unstable situation 
their aerioua consideration. The soil 
and climatic conditions in different 
parts of Canada are equally favor¬ 
able If not superior to those of Eur¬ 
ope The growing of these seeds in 
quantity for commerce has been 
limited in Canada by the higher 
price of labor and because few farm 
era bad experience with biennial seed 
crops A few dozen or a few hun¬ 
dred sound shapely roots set out this 
spring may give valuable experience 
which may be much needed *■ well 
as some good aeed. "A bulletin on 
field root and vegetable aeed produc¬ 
tion may be had on application to tha 
Publication Branch.

Improving the Roads 


Great Benefit* Accruing to Farmers 
From Good Roads 
Th* "good roads'* movebicnt is re¬ 
ceiving attention much more propor¬ 
tionate to its importance than It haa 
In the past. At the last session of 
the Quebec legislature, the premier 
voiced * general demand for better 
r oeds, mod had a liberal sum voted to 
continue tha work In this province, la 
the United States the government haa 
Just created a special department te 
enquire into country roads and to re¬ 
port on tha beat methods of improv¬ 
ing them. Tha Washington bureau 
has worked largely on the plan of 
organizing stats road associations 
Model sections of roads are built and 
literature concerning them la sent te 
country and city councils.

Plane »f fitronger Drmki 

Fiona for elder, small Beer and 
drtAka of low percentages of alcohol 
are filling the opea forum columns 
of iba British aewspencrs. The rec¬ 
tor of Exqfer college advocates the 
esuaea of cider. He aeya:: 

"If the government determines that 
total prohibition of the wanufactu.e 
and aaie of alcohol la possible and it 
the only means of dealing with, the 
drink trouble that diminishes onr 
war efficiency every patriotic dtisen 
will support It But such a measure 
which would bar Devonshire, for in 
a lance, front ila innocent and immem 
oriel habit of drifting cider, might 
produce grave discontent and law 
breaking. 

Another writer In the Tlmaa says: 

M My ft leads In Scotland have often 
told me that there was little or no 
drunkenness In Scotland In the eigh¬ 
teenth century, before the taxeiioa of 
tbe Napoleonic wars had extinguish¬ 
ed the custom of drinking small beer. 
There la surely no reason why the 
blunder should ha repeated as re 
gards this country In these days’* 

“Have the teetotalers," asks a cor 
respondent, ‘’never heard of extract 
of malt aa a tonic for Invalids? Or 
of stout t 6 restore health and vigor? 
Mall and hops are a good toak for 
the stomach, taken In moderation in 
the shape of beer, and have been u»ed 
bjr our workmen for 600 years or 
more. Let Hr. Lloyd George reduce 
the tax on beer to reasonable ilni'ta 
and then call (ha brewers together 
and put them on tltclr honor to brew 
good beer with roly malt and hop*, 
and also appoint trustworthy men to 
see that It la done—any brewer break 
I 0-5 his word to be heavily fined.. 

All sorts of temperance drinks are 
being served on the tabUa ot Windsor 
('aslle. now that King George has put 
Into effect his d vision that no wines, 
spirits or beer shall be consumed In 
any of his houses The king’s favor 
lie drink, it la said. In barley water, 
made in the ordinary way by pouring 
boiling w’aler ou the barley, letting It 
bol] for a short lime ant then strain¬ 
ing it and adding a little lemon. The 
king also la fond of homemade i.-mon 
ado.

NO SEPARATE PEACH TREATIESWItH THE NATIONS 


Germany now admits her infamous designs 


Dr. Bernhard Dcmburf »ayi Germany it "Too Model'' lo be 
Ambitious for World Empire, and Might Surrender Oc¬ 
cupied Territory il Free Sea it Guaranteed Her Trade 

A letter from Dr. 


la simply a "recuperation home." oe 
Ubiished In an old Jute factory. In 

which modern hospital conveniences 
of various kinds have been installed 

The building Is situated tn close prox 
tmit> to a railroad station, making 
convenient the transportation of pat 
'tents to and from tbe institution 

A British medical officer founded 
this establishment, after he had made 
lb* observation that tbe regular field 
hospitals were belufc crowded need¬ 
lessly with patient* whose ailments 
were caused only by exhaustion Such 
sufferers now arc conveyed to the re- 
creation home, where soon after ar¬ 
rival they are divided Into two groups, 
those who will be returned to their 
regiments after a rest and the more 
serious cases which eventually will be 
transferred to a regular hospital. 

How useful this auxiliary hospital 
la to the military medical service Is 
demonstrated by the fact that of 6 .- 
12 ?. soldier* treated no fewer than 
2,713 recovered wlt~|n a fortnight and 
returned lo the front 

The patients usually strive during 
the night Most of them are In a state 
nearing collapse, and as a rule ire 
infested so badly with vermin that 
they have to he temporarily Isolalet 
Upon arrival they are divested of 
their soiled clothe*, and after a cur¬ 
sory medical examination receive a 
nourishing meal of easily digestible 
food. Sometimes several days may 
elaps? without a single soldier arrtv 
log, but at other time* they come in 
droves of A hundred or more. 

Whenever a large contingent la 
sent to the reereiliuu hospital the 
authorities must be notified before¬ 
hand, so as to make sure accommoda 
lion* are available, siucu no more 
tbaq a ihousand perrons can be 
housed and taken care of at one ifnie 

The first night a new arrival bus 
to spend in the no-called ’ dirty” quar¬ 
ters or the hospital The next morn¬ 
ing. after a bath, the soldier get* 
bat k III* uniform, brushed clean, 
presred, mended and disinfected. Ills 
undenlolltcr 4 however, have been 
sent lo the leu* nr. but lie receive* a 
new set and thKv. woollen blank*Is 
lie I* permitted to iter the •’clean” 
section, where nearly all newcomers 
Immediately take to their beds and go 
to sleep For several days their on*? 
and only desire Is to sleep, and they 
barely summon up enough energy 10 
get up and partake of a meal And 
this la practically all the treatment 
that a majority of the cases require. 

Four meals are served dally, and 
the attendant* have orders from the 
physlclana In charge to let the pat¬ 
ients eat aa much as they like of the 
plain but wholesome food After a 
few days of sleeping and eating the 
mentality of a pallet t usually com 
taeom to rouse list If. lie gets a*i 
ambition to write letters, read news 
pap rs and take pnrt In tbe game* 
with which soldier* pass the time dur 
lug convalescence. 

In the next stage of hi* rehabilita¬ 
tion be proceeds to attend to hi* per¬ 
sonal appearance lie gel* a shave 
and a hair cut and has his feet treat 
rd. In a day or two more he may be 
seen regualrlv In tb« chapel, and then 
the houae physician begins to take 
frequent notes of the convalescent’s 
progress. Ill* days of recreation are 
drawing rapidly to a close, and in a 
abort while he agtrin will be on bis 
wav back to the front, to the trying 
life In dirty trenches, the nerve rack- 
lap experience of bursting shell* and 
all the other thing* that make up a 
soldier * day in the* warfare of these, 
enlightened times.

rows kept permanently opea for the 
free use of alt nations In times of war 
us well aa In limes of peace I per 
xonslly would even go as fsr ss ta 
neutralise all the seas and narrows 
permanently by a common and effec¬ 
tive agreement guaranteed by all lh# 
powers. 

“A free sea is useless except com 
bined with freedom of cable and mail 
communication. I should like to see 
all the-cable* Jointly dotted by the In¬ 
terested nations soil a world well 
system oversea established by com¬ 
mon consent. 

"The only alternative to an open 
sea and free intercourse policy would 


be a Chinese wall around each coun 
try. If there is no free Intercourse 
every country must become self suffic¬ 
ient Hermany has proven that U 
ca* be done Rut thlg policy would 
mean very high customs barrier*, dl" 
criminal ion. unbounded egotism, anil 
» world bristling in arms,

In dosing his letter Dr Dernburg 
w-ole:

“When it come* to real daredevil 
bmvarx, our friend: the French are 
second to none," declared William 
Blackford, war correspondent.

“Owe night they brought out LUe 
two suite of armour and placed them 
about 75 yards from tneir trench. 
They rigged up tbs figures in a w y 
that it looked from a distance as if 
these were two Herman officers giv¬ 
ing orders to their men. When tlu 
dawn arrived. Ihe French sentries 
1 penc<l fire upon the two figures, 
*nd theu. every man in our trench 
took a pop at them, including your* 
trqly 

"it was some time before the 
Frenchmen discovered the Joke and 
then they just turned pale with an¬ 
ger. *A lions! A lion*!' they began to 
shout, but the Hermans had the r 
machine guns well trained on the

You see. he was swearing at 
the contraption, which was so male 
that If the one wearing It stumbled 
down he would never rise without 
belog lifted up 

“I’ll bet tkkets for the next Drury 
Lane pantominr that the gentleman

•aw such r. hot action as took place 
In the German trench.” 


The Farm Laborer 


Skilled Labor More Necessary on the 
Farm Than Elsewhere 

Farm labor Is not unskilled labor 
by any means. It Is skilled labor of 
the highest type, tl at Is. It should be 
In point of fact, however. It It now 
unskilled labor. Any man who can 
work Is supposed to be good enough 
to work on s farm Mora skill Is 
required for farm labor than lu any 
other Industry- Tbe laborrr, to be 
efficient, must always be industrious 
and alive to tbe prut 1 ius which are 
presented to him. but Hr must be. 
to a certain extent, a carpenter, a 
blacksmith and a mechanic. The 
machinery bf farm implements today 
Is a complicated stucty. Every man 
who propose* to become a Turin labor 
er should have tbe rudiments of me< h- 
auks and the rare uf Implement* 
taught to him. He thus takes a pride 
lu hla machinery. 

1 could better afford to pay a care¬ 
ful and enthusiastic laborer, who 
would see that bis implements were 
properly adjusted and cared for. 
$1.60 a day, than I could pay one. 
equally strong and working equally 
long, of the usual type. 76 cents a 
day. When I tell my neighnor farm 
er* that we pay too low a hire for 
labor they are hoi rifled. They say 
that, aa it Is, they arc constantly 
driven to the utmost endeavors to 
raise money to pay fur farm labor, 
and yet the labor 1 eeda to he done 
The growing of crops may be done 
skilfully and carefully at far less ex¬ 
pense than at present.

In face ol these statements one 
begins to see the reason for the 
organization of the cabinet as some¬ 
thing rather apart from the 
Churchill-Fisher quarrel. That 
business was a minor affair redly 
as far as the government was con¬ 
cerned.

On every question affecting social j 
legislation there are always a num¬ 
ber of people who do not profeas 
any personal interest, and there¬ 
fore say that they will not trouble 
to register their vote either one 
way or the other, men who are on 
tbe fence, and the caae of prohibi- 
bition affords no exception to tbe 
rule. There are s great many peo-i 
pie who do not imderstand, for 
lack of intormatimi, wbat the 
election really ia, and they are 
displaying n lack of interest that 
ought to make both sides carry on 
a vigouroua campaign in order to 
gain their sympathy. 

For when all is said and done, 
it is this undecided element of 
voters that is going to determine 
whether the province is to have 
tbe suggested legislation or not. 
At every election there ia this 
floating population who have it in 
their power to turn the scales 
either way. and from the know¬ 
ledge of this, party organization 
results. 

And from this every voter who 
bss the interest of prohibition st 
heart ought to take a warning. 
Nothing be can do in tbe way of 
spreading an understanding of tbe 
proposed legislation is too much 
lor him to tackle.

The history of the settlement of 
Saskatchewan end Manitoba affords 
numerous. Instances of the fact that 
the farmer who stays with the game 
and farms Industriously will wiu out 
in the end. In the Regina and Mooes 
Jaw districts It la Lot very long since 
lean years drove the settters to 
abandon their claims for. e mere song, 
end the same lands are now worth 
from |26 to 940 per acre 

MUed farming Is to be the salva¬ 
tion of the farmers of Southern Al¬ 
berta. end the wise ones will be those 
who If they pull off e crop thla year 
(end the Indications that they will 
could not he better) invest the pro¬ 
ceeds by etocklng up the farm with 
high grade horses and cattle, pigs 
sheep and poultry, in the proportion 
that the prevailing market prices dic¬ 
tate to be the wisest. 

Squaw Corn has been proven by 
experiment to be a crop that will grow 
each year, end makes Ideal winter 
fodder, but It Is scarcely grown at all 
throughout the country. 

No doubt, there will be (hose who. 
If they putl off a big crop of wheat 
thla fall, will forget all their past 
troubles, and go ahead next year 
putting In another crop of grain, with 
out protecting themselves against a 
failure by having something else to 
fall back upon This Is a procedure 
that la doomed to ultimate failure In 
thla country It Is nothing short of a 
huge gamble, and gambling on wheat 
can ouly end In disaster. 

Farmers in thla district must. If 
they would be successful, turn Ihelr 
attention to mixed farming.—Medi¬ 
cine list Times.

Nerve-Wrecked Germans 


Have No Desire to Return to the 
Front 

Germany has been the foremost ex¬ 
ponent of (he doctrine dial war Is the 
great regenerator of peoples. This 
makes specially Interesting an art¬ 
icle written by the Berlin corespond¬ 
ent or be Nleuwe Rottcrdsmsehe Cou- 
rant which he calls "The Spirituality 
Wounded." He says'; 

We hear with sorrow in Berlin thst 
boys of 14 are being sent to the fiont 
as volunteers We even read that a 
young lieutenant of 16. who had been 
awarded the Iron Cross, has been 
killed How terrible must be the Im¬ 
pression created on the mind of youth 
by experience of the cruelties of (he 
war? 

Everywhere one finds In Berlin 
young officers who have returned 
from the front with their nerves 
wrecked Though many of them wear 
the Iron £roae of the Ural class, they 
cannot bear the thought of returning 
to the front. The dreadfulness of 
what they have already seen they 
«au not bullish from thetr minds. 
Kven their steep Is broken by visions 
of what they h*ve witnessed and en¬ 
dured. They cannot bear that people 
should talk to them of tile war. 

This la not confined to officers. Gen¬ 
erally speaking there Is no desire In 
the hospitals for war literature. The 
wounded much prefer love stories. 
Hut perhaps It Is In the officers that 
the change ia most nothed. In Berlin 
you can sec young llentenanta with 
grey, fallen-ln faces. Kven their hair 
is sometimes grey, and eh! those 
eyes 

Many of Ibera came hack here to 
rest after being wounded and have 
had to remain on account of their 
nerves. It Is said that at the present 
moment there ere 3,000 officers in Ber¬ 
lin who ere incapacitated by their 
nerves and cannot return to tho 
frout. One day a thousand of them 
were called together and addressed 
In the name of the Kalaer. who urged 
then? to pull themselves together, ns 
they were urgently required at the 
front. They were told that they 
must not too long hold themselves 
tiack from the service of the Father- 
land. 

These statements, made not with¬ 
out some risk to himself by this cor¬ 
respondent, have a sardonic flavor 
when It Is remembered thst only a 
few weeks ago tho Kaiser assured Ills 
troops In the east that They must win 
because they had the strongest 
nerves.

Reputed te Have a Mania For Shed¬ 
ding Blood 

A thoughtful reader of tho Fam¬ 
ily Herald and Weekly Star, In To¬ 
ronto, Kansas. I’.b, scuds the 
following clipping from an old news¬ 
paper or February. 1905 which la of 
Interest at the present time: 

"The Germans are unable to un¬ 
derstand that aide of the Kaiser s 
character which drives him to kill 
every year hundreds of animals, of¬ 
ten in a very unsportsmanlike man¬ 
ner. 

The Kalaer recently boasted of 
having killed 60,000 unimals, and 
nSded When I think of the enor- 
mouR number of animals In my for 
osts I fecj sometimes like Frederick 
the Great et Kolln. when he cried to 
his troops: 'Dogs, do yon then live 
forever.* I hope to double or triple 
my rerord of killings within the next 
ten years. If I cannot have e real 
war it la some satisfaction that I 
ran at leant practice shooting In my 
forests." Kven the physicians In at¬ 
tendance upon tho Kmperor are 
sometimes alarmed et hie passion 
for hunting. "I did not know," said 
one of them recently, "that hie love 
of hunting amounted to a mania, but 
this I now know to be eo. The Kaiser 
has a passion for shedding blood, end 
his surrounding* ere well aware that 
(T Is this passion which causes him to 
feel sn unnatutal satisfaction when 
ever he signs a death sentence 

"The fart Is that during hie whole 
reign he has never commuted n death 
sentence, even In Cases where tho 
minister of justice has recommended 
mercy." 


Thousands Face Famine

Many persons are starving to death 
In the province of 8secncun, C'hlua.

Yuan Shi Kal contributing 9100,000 
for the relief of the famine sufferers, 
thousands of persons ere subsisting 
on herbs end roots, according to a 
note from E Carlton Baker. Ameri¬ 
can consul at Chung-Klng. which was 
received by the atata department re¬ 
cently. The note came by mail and 
was dated March 10. 

The ramlne, Mr. Baker slated,.Is due 
to a drought He said that the price 
of rice had doubled 

“Some of the people ere eo desper¬ 
ate that they aro eating roots aad 
bark from trees and even clay." he 
said. "Othets are killing themselves 
to escape the terrors of starvation." 

Conditions In the province cannot 
become normal until the next crop Is 
harvested late next summer, the re¬ 
port elated.

Some parts of Alberta 
and Saskatchewan havo had raio. 
Manitoba ia in need of it, at- 
thongh very few pieces report the 
suffering of any of the or'ops 
through laok of moisture. 

The report for Manitoba ia that 
seeding ia praotieally completed. 
Although rain would be of great 
benefi’, none of the crept are 
■nffenog from laok of moisture. 
There has been no damage from 
froet, ontworms, or any other 
oauaee. but tbe bay crop promises 
to be short if rain does corns soon 

Saskatchewan reports a few in- 
•tanoee of damage by ontworm 
whioh are ool all aerious. The 
bey promisee to be a fair orop. 

Alberta baa finished all her 
wheat and oat seeding, and 90 per 
cent of tbe barley and 80 per oent 
of tha flax. Around Empress the 
outworn* have destroyed abont 
one thoneand acres, and the farm¬ 
ers are talking of getting the gov¬ 
ernment to supply flax to reseed.
